Mr . Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  to  you  ray  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1962. 

Infectious  Disease 

Apart  from  food  poisoning  little  anxiety  has  been 
caused  by  infectious  disease  during  recent  years,  but  the 
outbreaks  of  smallpox  which  occurred  during  1 962  make  011c 
realise  how  important  it  is  that  all  infants  are  vaccin- 
ated so  that  some  definite  immunity  exists  in  the  commun- 
ity as  a whole. 

Water  Supply 

As  stated  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1961 , our  most 
serious  public  health  problem  is  still  the  lack  of  an  ad- 
equate w ater  supply.  Progress  has  been  made  on  the  scheme 
to  abstract  water  from  the  Eastern  Cleddau  but  the  contruct- 
ion  of  a new  resevotr  at  Castle  Her hen  has  not  yet  been 
commenced . 

Sewe  rage_  __  Scheme  s 

A n 1 v~i b e r o f s c h erne  s are  being  considered,  w i t h 
priority  for  Saundersfoot , but  progress  is  very  slow  in 
spite  of  the  urgent  need. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  Saundersfoot  area  with 
housing  and  more  is  planned* 

Again  I should  like  to  emphasize  how  important  a 
part  the  Public  Health  Inspector  plays  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living.  Much  work 
has  been  done  to  implement  the  recommendations  made  under 
the  Pood  and  Hygiene  regulations  and  conditions  have  im- 
proved . 

I should  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  officers  for  their  con- 
tinued courtesy  and  co-operation,  and  to  include  in  this  ray 
thanks  to  my  clerk  for  all  her  help.

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The  general  death  rate  remains  lower  than  the  rate 
for  the  County  but  is  still  a little  higher  than  that  for 
Engl an d and  Wale s . 

Heart  disease  accounted  for  48  of  the  total  number 
of  12.4  deaths  this  year.  2 of  the  9 deaths  from  cancer  were 
due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  One  was  a man  aged  53  who  had 
been  a very  heavy  smoker  of  cigarettes  for  many  years  and 
the  other  was  a woman  aged  79,  a non-smoker  all  her  life. 

Approximately  57. 25^  o:'-  ^be  total  number  of  deaths 
were  of  persons  aged  over  80  years.

PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

B.C ,C- . Vac c ina_t i on  B.C.G-.  Vaccination  of  contacts 

and  school  leavers  continues  to 
be  carried  out  in  the  district.  Clinic  sessions  are  held 
as  required  and  the  schools  arc  also  visited.  During  1982 
2 contacts  and  49  school  leavers(i.e.  pupils  aged  thirteen 
years  and  over)  were  vaccinated.  Dr ,D. Llewelyn  Davies,  the 
Chest  Physician,  also  vaccinates  contacts  at  the  Chest  Clin..

Vaccination  Records  were  received  this  year  of 

I ,301  primary  vaccinations  against 
smallpox  and  2 , 044  re -vaccinations  . 

Ijmmuni  sat  i on  Records  were  received  of  108  complete 

immunisations  against  diphtheria  and 

II  re-inforcing  injections.  Also  re- 
ceived were  101  complete  immunisations 
against  whooping  cough. 

Both  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  are  carried  out  by  the 
local  practitioners,  who  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  for 
records  received  each  quarter  by  your  Medical  Officer,  and 
sessions  are  also  held  at  the  Clinic. 


VACCINATION _AGA IE ST  POLIOMYELITIS 

During  1962  the  County  Health  Authority  changed  over 
from  using  the  Salk  vaccine  to  the  Sabin  vaccine,  which  is 
given  orally.  This  method  has  been  found  to  be  effective 
and  is  much  appreciated  by  patients  and  their  parents.
